He was captain of the squad at Dick- 
inson College during the Fall of 1917, 
and under his leadership Dickinson 
won every game of the season. 

During the war we found Swoope 
under his National Colors as Captain 
of the big, championship Naval team 
of the South, stationed at Charlestown, 
S. C. Here he won one of the first 
places of distinction in the foot-ball 
world. 

Mr. Swoope's advice will be respec- 
ted and his ability in the back field 
will add vitality to the strengthening 
of te team. 

We are glad to note a goodly number 
of our old foot-ball men, who have seen 
service overseas, are back on the job. 
Among them are Sweeley, Harmon, 
Gassier, Riden, Horton and Baker. 
Sweeley has been elected Captain and 
under his leadership we are confident 
that Susquehanna will gain important 
victories this year in foot-ball. 

There are more than thirty men 
wearing the football uniform this fall.

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HEATING PLANT BUILDING 
DAMAGED BY FIRE MONDAY 



Probably $2000 Damage Will Not 
Interfere With Collegiate Work, 
as Plant Can be Operated Soon 



Some students were awakened from 
peaceful slumbers while others were 
suddenly taken from classrooms and 
study on yesterday morning when the 
cries of Fire! Fire! were heard ring- 
ing thru the air. 

Soon the Selinsgrove Are alarm 
heralded forth its alarm for help. 
Upon investigation it was found that 
the boiler house which furnishes the 
steam for heating the buildings at the 
university had suddenly caught fire 
and was already all in a blaze. The 
SelinsKrove Hose Company was on the 
job as goon as possible but not in 
time to save anything: except the coal 
whicfi lay piled high on the lower side 
of the boiler house. Many of the stu- 
dents were ready to give whatever aid 
they could in a frantic effort to save 
the only means of getting heat for 
their rooms with the cold days of fall 
rapidly approaching, but little could 
be done. The origion of the fire is as 
yet entirely unknown. 

The estimated damage done as re- 
ported by those in authority will 
closely reach $2000. It is thought that 
the very valuable and expensive boil- 
ers were not seriously damaged, at 
least not beyond repair. The build- 
ing was insured and this will cover 
a minor part of the loss. 

It is hoped by all the students that 
the boilers may be repaired with lit- 
tle expense and set in workinK order 
again in a few days. We fear the 
cold winds of the fall of the year will 
be upon us toon and then oh for the 
cori'fort of those friendly radiators 
filled with heat. 

The origion of the fire is a mystery 
as there was little heat in the boilers 
at the time, in fact just enough to 
keep it going so that steam could be 
obtained in a comparatively short 
time in case of a cold spell. Some 
one expressed the opinion that some 
one must Have started it, since there 
was apparently no possible way for it 
igniting of its own accord. 

The Selinsgrove Hose Company did 
fast work in getting to the scene of 
the fire and must be commended for 
their work. But we think that a town 
the 9ize of Selinsgrose could afford a 
more adequate fire apparatus than 
they have. Surely a good fire en- 
gine would be no unprofitable Invest- 
ment for the good people of the town. 

This should be a warning for the 
University as well. The loss incured 
by this fire though estimated at two 
thousand dollars was only a drop in 
the bucket compared to what it 
miKht have been had the Theolog 
Building with all its wealth of books, 
papers and documents, been the place 
of the fire. None of the buildings on 
the campus, save the Science Hall 
have protection in case of fire. "A 
stitch in time sames nine" is a good 
old proverb and surely holds true in a 
triple sense in this case. 

We trust the student body will co- 
operate in this misfortune and just 
try to make yourselves as comforta- 
ble as possible without a word, until 
the boilers are in working order again.

COLGATE SCORED ON BY SUS- 
QUEHANNA ON SATURDAY 



New York Staters Held to Close 
Score by Maroon and Orange 
Who Opened Season by Defeating 
Mt. Carmel 



The first intercollegiate foot ball 
game of the 1919 season is over. 
Last Thursday the varsity journeyed 
to Hamilton. N. Y., and there on Sat- 
urday met the strong varsity of Col- 
gate University. Though the score 
stood thirty-four to seven in favor of 
Colgate, still it means that our varsity- 
has scored against one of the strong- 
est teams in the country. Colgate for 
years has been classed as having one 
of the best footboll elevens in America, 
and already this year sport editors- of 
leading city newspapers have picked 
the Colgate team to be one of the best 
elevens in this country. 

Colgate has a football squad of over 
ninety men and with such a large 
squad was able to send fresh men ev- 
ery few minutes to play against our 
eleven. Some of our men played thru 
the entire game, while there were at 
least three different players on each 
position of the Colgate line-up at dif- 
ferent times. Over forty Colgate men 
participated in the game. When the 
third quarter started but one man was 
playing who had started the game, 
and this man had not played in the 
second quarter. 

The game started with Colgate kick- 
ing to Susquehanna. Then followed 
the hard close playing that character- 
ized the entire game. Colgate, by 
gamins a few yards at a time and tak- 
ing advantage of a costly fumble, 
made a touchdown In the first quarter 
and another in the second quorter. 
During the first quarter, Captain 
Sweeley of the Susquehanna eleven 
was injured and was taken from the 
field. Thus with the score fourteen 
to nothing, the second half started. 
In the first few minutes of play, Gasull 
was injured and had to be taken from 
the field. With the loss of our snap- 
py little quarterback our team was 
considerably weakened. From this 
point until nearly the end of the game, 
Colgate pushed hard on our line, gain- 
ing now and then losing a little, al- 
though due to the freshness of their 
team they made tnree additional 
touchdowns, kicking successfully all 
the goals, save one. Swartz and Har 
nion made several spectacular lack 
les and prevented large gains for Col- 
gale. 

Finally with but a lew minutes to 
play, 'Larry' Baker intercepted a Col- 
gate forward pass and carried the ball 
from midfield to their three yard line, 
where he was downed. Then Swartz 
In an off tackle play carried the pig- 
skin over the line a second before the 
final whistle blew. Successfully kick- 
ing the goal, he thus finished a hard 
contested and very interesting game 
of football. Anderson and Gillo star- 
red for Colgate, each playing a fine 
hard game and each making a touch- 
down, besides being responsible for 
the majority of the Colgate gains.

There is no doubt but what every 
student fell himself deeply stirred by 
the appeals of Dr. Focht and Dr. 
Aiaens in behalf of devastated Poland 
and the "woeful conditions of the 
Lutherans in that country. Living as 
we do in a land of plenty, it is hard 
fo;- us to realign, our imaginations are 
not capable of picturing the condi- 
tions which must exist aiming the op- 
pressed people qf Europe. That it is 
our duty and privilege as Americans, 
as champ ions of the cause of the op- 
pressed and downtrodden ,as profes- 
sors of a Christian religion, and as 
students of a Christian institution to 
do our utmost to aid in the relief of 
these peoples, is without doubt the 
opinion of every thinking student. 

In chapel last Tuesday an announce- 
ment was made to tho effect that de- 
linquency in serving on Society pro- 
grams would be checked and delin- 
quent:' would be compelled to render 
their productions before the faculty. 
Tf is very likely that some standard 
will be determined upon by which il 
is possible to keep an accurate ac- 
count of each persons efforts and a 
way to measure the value of each so- 
ciety's work. It wiil also make pos- 
sible that no one shall fall below a 
certain standard, thereby eliminating 
provisions whereby „ society may 
pass quietly anil peacefully into ob- 
livion. 

Once upon a time there was a Col- 
lete. It had Class Spirit. And then 
it caught College Spirit. That college 
honored some of its Student! with its 
own insigna, the letter "S," for mer- 
itorious — usually — conduct in athlet- 
ics. Then came a class which lacked 
initiative. Another followed it. Class 
Spirit died.

To-day that 
"S" is seldom discovered in the maze 
ol other letters, but some day that 
COLLEGE SPIRIT will be resurrect- 
ed, and all other emblems but its own 
wTl be banished.

Practice Fray, Had Easy Victory- 
Used Many Second String Men 



La^t Saturday's practice game was 
staged between Susquehanna a id 
Burnham Athletic Club. The object 
of the jrarae v, as to point out and re- 
medy any weaknesses in play that 
mlgh' be disclosed b\ a careful work- 
out, prior to the big battle between 
the Orange and Maroon and the Blue 
and Gold. This is to take place next 
Saturday on the opponents field, and 
resu!.' i college football should be in 
order that day. 

Susquehanna is fn&t getting into 
shape for the big event, and she be- 
gan her last week of strenuous train 
mg by playing this game Saturday. 
Owing to a delay of nearly two hours 
the scrimmage was not in progress 
until almost four o'clock. By the 
time the Burnham aggregation actual- 
ly arived, a goodly number of the rest- 
less spettfctors had left the grounds. 

Bet the Varsity did not need eye- 
witnesses in order to have a valuaole 
signal practice nor did the crowd 
have anything to do with the patch- 
ing up of the line or improvements 
in interference, in general. 

SuaquehatMUt di;l some profitable 
work on the line but the backfield 
seemed to be confused wlthoul 
Swart z, the regular fullback. Tnis 
factor had much to do with, reducing 
the height of the score, yet Susque- 
lianmi made big gains thru tackle with 
Steunipfle changed from half to full 
and Sweley at his regular hall'. 

Twenty-one first downs must be 
credited to the Orange and Maroon, 
the majority ol them were made on 
on-'.ackle plays, but still profitable 
gain.- must be noted around end. 
OasuH's forty yard dash in the first 
perio.i followed Burnhnm's costly 
fumble on the sixty-yard line. This 
appeared to be one of the high water 
marks of the game. 

Steunipfle and Sweeiey eacli carried 
tlie pigskin across for sixes in this 
same quarter, Sweeiey failing to k'tk 
the goals. 

Steurr.pfle then made the only tally 
in the second period. The ball rested 
on the thirty-yard line. Oasull rush- 
ed it eight around end, and the full- 
back, the remaining twenty-two for a 
touchdown Captain "Don" punted 
out from the goal line, but Raynur 
tailed to make a fair catch and so 
Susquehanna forfeited her chance to 
kick. 

One particular item which should 
be criticized was the inability on the 
pan of someone to get thru when big 
openings were made in the line. Some 
intended 'plunge' plays eventually 
ended in either hurdles or end runs. 
Yet the fact remains that this item 
alt ho conspicious in the forepart of 
the game, was almost, entirely out of 
evidence in the last quarters. 

Other detailed forms of flaws and 
flukes were brought out and corrected 
in the Burnham game Substitutions 
in quarterbacks, Hagan for Gasull a~d 
Oasull for Hagan, proved that both 
men are too valuable to keep on the 
bench. Both should be in fair condi- 
tion for Saturday's game, and with 
another week of the most severe train* 
ing, the entire backfield ought to be 
able to giro their best. Steumpfle and 
Sweeiey are playing a better game 
with each succeed lag, scrimmage, and 



the Burnham affair found them pound- 
ing away as usual for long strides. 

Between halves only five minutes 
were allowed because of the fast-ap- 
proaching sundown.

gave a series of lour lectures on the 
great social problem of the times. His 
first lecture was delivered in Seibert 
Concert Hall on Tuesday night before 
a goodly number of the students. The 
second lecture was delivered on Wed- 
nesday night, the third on Thursday 
night una" the last one in the College 
Church on Sunday night. The lectures 
were all very instructive and educa- 
tional and much enjoyed by all who 
may have had the opportunity of hear- 
ing him. 

Dr. Coleman opened his series ot 
lectures with a general summing u T , 
of the entire problem. He dealt first 
with our common experience. There 
are four facts before us. The Indi- 
vidual, Social, World and Divine 
Minds. The mind brings responsibil- 
ity, therefore we have four responsi- 
bilities. The world we see about us is 
the expression of the Social mind. A 
football game is the expression ot a 
set of minds. Nature is the expres- 
sion of the Divine mind. The needs 
of a people create institutions. Each 
mind has its own way of expressing 
itself. No two nations have the same 
kind of institutions. To get rid of 
faults you must change the mind. How 
will we change the mind? Education 
and regeneration must come to our 
rescue in this. 

His next lecture on Wednesday 
night was on the theme 'Our Country. 1 
War has wrought many changes in our 
country during the pi.st few years. 
Germany an example of mind. The 
war was a struggle between minds. 
The true definition of anything is 
what God meant it to be. Is there 
really an American mind? Does the 
Civil War mean that America had no 
mind? It is an example of two ideas 
in one mind. We are trying to get our 
lives defined. Does world mind have 
any means of expression? The United 
States is not a piece of land only. It 
is mind. W r herever we go we take 
America with us. The convictions of 
Christians must change the world 
mind. Foreigner becomes an Ameri- 
can citizen thru a change of his mind. 
A church member is not necesarily a 
Christian. He must be born again. A 
foreigner coming into this country 
must be bom again If you can 
change the belief of a people you can 
change the nation. 

Group feeling and college pep are 
all h matter of the mind. Men fight 
because they do not understand each 
other. Nations as well as men have 
their own peculiar miuds. 

Dr. Coleman's lecture on Thursday 
Bight was on Social Efficiency. Indi- 
vidual efficiency must first be taught. 
Team work is vital. What the wcrld 
needs today is Social Efficiency. The 
ideal home is an example of social 
efficiency. Cooperation is needed in 
the home and school. Susquehanna 
can not succeed unless the faculty 
and students have cooperation. When 
all work together all are benefited 
the more. Cooperation does not mean 
union as of Church and State. As in 
baseball men make sacrifice hits to 
help another so we must make sacri- 
fice hits at home and in school. We 
must sacrifice. Christ the supreme 
example of sacrifice.

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SUSQUEHANNA HOLDS HEAVY j 
INDIAN TEAM TO 3-0 SCORE! 




Soggy Altoona Gridiron Serious Handi- 
cap for Thanksgiving Pig-Skin Warriors. 
Orange and Maroon Strong Aerial Work 
Fruitless in Mud 



The Altoona Indians scalped Sus- 
quehanna's loot, ball eleven on the 
Cricket field in Altoona on Thanks- 
giving Day in a sea of mud, when 
fullback Dunn kicked a perfect field 
goal from the twenty-two yard line. 

The Kanie was played on a field of 
mud, which made footing treacherous, 
and the ball was so slippery that for- 
ward passes were of little use. Al- 
toona worked a few passes, but the 
majority were grounded. Susquehan- 
na did little better, and it was an in- 
tercepted pass that started the Indians 
on the road to victory. 

The game was one of the finest ones 
of the year and gave the Turkey crowd 
of fans a bit of real football. Twenty- 
two mud cohered men surging back 
and forth on a muddy field, with 
neither side being able to make cod 
secutive gains kept the spirit and in- 
terest on the side lines at a high 
pitch. 

During the entire first half neither 
side was able to make any real gains. 
Only two first downs w«re made dur- 
ing the entire period, one by each 
team. Forward passe? failed miserab- 
ly for both elevens and the battle re- 
solved itself into a kicking contest 
between Swartz of Susquehanna and 
Dunn of the Indians, with Susquehan- 
na having the advantage. 

End runs proved unsuccessful on ac- 
count of the slippery field much to the 
disadvantage of the Orange and Ma- 
roon. It was see-saw back and forth 
thru the whole halt with neither goal 
in danger, and twenty-two men work- 
ing with unfailing energy, for suprem- 
acy 

With no changes in the line-up, the 
second half opened with the great 
crowd of fans eager and anxious as 
to the final outcome of the fray. A 
continual battle royal without a score 
seemed inevitable. The halt opened 
with both teams endeavoring to work 
forward passes. Most of these failed. 
Altoona succeeded first when Dunn 
p;i--td to Hoffman foi a ten yard gain. 

Several other passes and line russh- 
M were of no avail and the Indians 
punted to Susquehanna. With a rush, 
Coach Wingard's men brought the ball 
back the field to the fifty-eight yard 
line. Quarterback Gasull now called 
for another forward pass which prov- 
ed to be the iatal one of the game. 
Johnsonbaugh, the Indian star right 
end got thru, intercepted the pass, and 
with good interference rushed the ball 
down the field for a gain of thirty 
yards. 

This gave the Indians possession of 
the pig-skin on Susquehanna's twenty- 
eight yard line. Consecutive line 
rushes made little impression on the 
defensive stone wall of the Oronge 
and Maroon warriors, and an end run 
on the fourth down only found them 
advanced six yards. But the end run 
was valuable for it brought the ball 
into an ideal position for an attempted 
field goal. The Indians were not slow 
in realizing this. Despite the fact 
that the ball was wet, slippery and 
muddy, the plucky Indian center made 
a perfect pass that resulted in the 
firpt and only score of the game. Dunn 
cut loose with his big right foot and 



kicked the goal. The quarter ended 
four seconds later. 

Susquehanna came back in the last 
quarter with determination to score. 
The line held to a man. The back- 
field was straining every ounce of en- 
ergy, in a final effort. Swartz made a 
few sensational end runs that looked 
dangerous enough. But the field was 
too slippery and Susquehanna was 
handicapped in her stronghold. 
Steumptte and Sweeley made some 
good plunges thru tackle, but the 
plucky Indians cou'd not be persuaded 
to yield an inch, uncompulsory. Gas- 
ull made a lew spectacular dashes, 
eluding tackier after tackier, only to 
go down in the mud before nearing 
the goal line.

In a few days signals were 
working well enough for a practice 
game, and thus Susquehanna opened 
her season by playing an aggregation 
Horn Mount Cormel. Captain Sweeley 
had his first experience as pilot of 
the Orange and Maroon eleven and 
found no difficulty in leading his 
le;, mmates to victory. 

The next Saturday the team journ- 
eyed to Colgate, and pulled off this 
little Stunt which Dartmouth was 
content to do later in the season. Of 
course, Colgate won the game, 34-7. 

Carson Long Institute was another 
easy game; practically an entire scrub 
team played the last half. Strenuous 
scrimmage during the forepart, of the 
next week completed the preparation 
for the contest with Lebanon Valley. 
It came like a thunder cloud, a fight 
from the beginning to finish, which re- 
sulted in a scoreless tie. Susquehan- 
na advanced the ball three times with- 
in five yards of the enemies goal, but 
could not shove it across.

You get it for less than 
three cents. 

"The Susquehanna" has lost 152 
.subscribers in the last seven years, i 
55 of these were lost during the last 
two years and 97 the five pievious 
years. Business Managers for the 
seven years ending July 1919 have col- 
lected $3519.85 from subscriptions and 
advertisers. In the seven years men- 
tioned 468 subscribers failed to pay 
their paper and a startling fact about 
the delinquents is that a large per- 
centage of them have Rev. before or 
D D. after their names. 

Do you wonder that "The Susque- 
hanna" is in debt? The Business Man- 
ager having the smallest number of 
losses from subscriptions was Mr. 
John Kniseley, who only had four. 
This was in 1912-13. The largest num- 
ber of losses was in the year 1917-18 
with 126 and the next largest in 1918- 
19 with 118. 

The present Business Manager has 
succeeded in collecting 17 subscrip- 
tions lor the year 1917-18 and 46 for 
the year 1918-19 thus reducing the 
lasses to the above figures.

"The Susquehanna" has had a sur- 
plus every year of the seven mention- 
ed but, one and five had a considerable 
balance in favor of the Association. 
At present "The Susquehanna is over 
eighty dollars in debt which is an un- 
welcome inheritance to the present 
management.

Too much 
stress cannot be laid upon the athletic 
side of a college career and Susque- 
hanna has been lamentably lacking in 
this for some time past. 

During the past few months more 
items have appeared in our city papers 
(dailies) than have ever before been 
printed about the Athletic activities 
at Susquehanna. The papers from 
the Western and Eastern ends of the 
State have frequently praised our lit- 
tle up state school for the part she has 
played in making history for 1919 and 
these articles have come from the 
hands of eminent newspaper authori- 
ties who are prone to criticize more 
than praise. 

Susquehanna possesses one of the 
best Gymnasiums in the colleges of 
the slate and if la a matter of deep 
concern that the proper use is not 
jmade of it. Too many students who 
I are now out in the world battling for a 
livelihood, have been compelled to ac- 
knowledge the fact that they did re- 
ceive the proper physical education 
while they were still at school. The 
catalogue distinctly states that it shall 
be part of each student's college life 
to attend class drills three hours per 

I week. All those below the Junior 

i 

i class being required to attend: While 
jthis has not been carried out to the 
i letter in the past, the time is not far 
(distant when all these requirements 
( will be strictly adhered to. 

At the convention of the State Edu- 
cational Congress, held in Harrisburg 
the latter part of November .one of 
the reconimendations*made by the new 
head of the Department of Education, 
Dr. Thomas E. Finegan, was that a 
rational and adequate health program 
should be provided tor all school chil- 
dren and teachers oj Pennsylvania, 
including all those attending public, 
private and parochial schools. Hence 
the time is not far distant when Sus- 
quehanna will be compelled to place 
in her curriculum a course of Physical 
Education in order that she may pre- 
pare those who contemplate teaching 
as a life work, to meet the require- 
ments of the State and to obtain their 
certificates. 

By maintaining such a department, 
Susquehanna can at all times have 
abundant reserve material for all ath- 
letic endeavors, and she can take a 
leading place, to which she is justly 
entitled, among the schools with which 
she should compote. 

It is no longer the rule that the larg- 
er schools get the cream. There is a 
greater demand for education today, 
and the smaller school has the ad- 
vantage. This year has seen a great- 
er influx to the institutions of learn- 
ing than ever before in their history 
and this is only the beginning. Stu- 
dents have been turned away by the 
hundreds because of lack of accommo- 
dat ions. Let Susquehanna seize her op-

The "i'ussers" started town- 
ward soon after their suppers at the 
different eating clubs, as Seibert Hall 
did not then exibt. 

The attendance was usually of the 
"standing room onl>" nature, even in 
bad weather. The seats extended up 
to and against the rostrum where a 
small organ and a desk and chair for 
(he president stood. The speaker 
crowded his way out into the aisle and 
then stumbled among the chairs up to 
the platfoim. Oil lamps cast it six- 
teen candle power light about the 
room. A stove healed and scorched 
the audience. The overflow audience 
stood in the hall and doorway. 

The program was invariably carried 
out to a letter and woe to the perform- 
er who failed to appear. The critics 
shone in all their glory and did not 
merely mince WWtl. The debates 
were long and thrilling while this prac- 
tical oratory was the foundation of 
many a good and strong public speak- 
er who can trace his beginning in 
slow halted words from these halls. 
The reading of the paper was the 
event of the evening and was filled 
with much merriment at the expense 
of the luckless members. 

On public occasions the Philo Ban- 
ner and Clio Flag were always brought 
forth and tlte members marched as 
societies. To be a member of one or 
the other was an honor, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that every student was 
supposed to belong to one of them. 

Today, the Literary Societies ot 
Princeton, Yale University of Virginia, 
and other larger institutions are 
among the assets of the college life 
and date back for decades. In those 
halls many of fhe nations best ora- 
tors have received their early train- 
ing. 

Would it nor be worth while to take 
a little more interest in the society's 
flag or banner?

WHY SOME FAIL AT COLLEGE 

Dean Thomas Arkle Clark of the 
University of Illinois, probably one of 
i he most widely quoted educators in 
the country, has published the follow- 
ing reasons for the probationary prob- 
lems ol college students. He says: 

"There is a reason why so large a 
number of students failed or were 
dropped from the University or placed 
on probation at the end of last quarter. 
Nintey per cent of the delinquent stu- 
dents are habitual class cutters. The 
man who culs classes does not study 
regularly. Many who are on probation 
registered late or loafed on the job 
when registered for a subject which 
they found difficult or did not like. A 
few men were carrying too heavy a 
schedule. 

"If you waul lo fail a certain per 
cent oi your subjects, be on probation 
or be dropped from college, (he direc- 
tions are simple.

C. B. King, Associate Presiden* 
of Susquehanna University, visited 
his Alma Mater on Tuesday and ad 
diessed the student body briefly in the 
morning chapel exercises. He empha 
sized very emphatically the import 
ance of not only doing our bit but 
vastly more. Do your best. The boys 
who went to the battle front did more 
than their bit. They did their best 
The problems of the world to-day re 
quire us to do our best. 

Dr. King has almost completed hi.-- 
campaign to raise the endowment 
fund of Susquehanna $200,000.

"When we used to sing our war 
, song, we promised that we wouldn't 
come back until it was over 'over 
there.' Well, it isn't over 'over there,' 
and it isn't over 'over here.' There 
are certain aspects of the great strug- 
gle which are just now approaching 
♦ heir most critical stage." 

In discussing the reason vihy Chris- 
tianity did not prevent the world war, 
Dean Brown said: 

"Religion did not steer the world 
clear of the catastrophe because there 
wasn't enough of the right sort." 

The call to American youth to 
spread Christian teachings at home 
and in foreign binds was the keynote 
of talks ;tt the big sessions of the Stu- 
dent Volunteer convention on the 
morning of the second. 

Each speaker emphasized the fact 
thai upon ihe students, and young 
followers of the Christian faith, rests 
the saving of the world to Christianity. 

"The church of today is clamoring 
for leadership," declared Dr. William 
ti. Foulkes, New York leader of the 
new erst movement. 

"There sue those who say the church 
lias lost her leadership because of sloth 
ami Indifference, but she never was so 
mighty as she is in her demands today 
upon the youth of t lie world. 

"The church desperately needs the 
leadership you students csm bring. It 
doesn't want the leadership of eccles- 
lastical pomp. Men today care more 
how the church can save the world, 
I hati how it can save its own soul." 

Mr. Foulkes asserted that two great 
causes which brought allied victory 
can be attributed toward the forward 
movement of the church today. These, 
he said, are the methods of General 
Foeh, Allied strategy . sind the taking 
Of the supreme offensive. 

"In tlM war, the c;y changed from 
Save Paris' to 'On to Berlin,' he said. 
"The churches need the power of allied

The gospel and the religion of Jesus 
Christ as a paneeea for I he strife torn 
world and organization to preach it in 
everj Bpol on the face Of the globe 
formed the topics of discussion in a 
dozen churches that afternoon when 
i he Student Volunteers met in de- 
nominational and sectional conferen- 
ces. 

World evangelization in this genera- 
tion was ihe program underlying the 
meetings as delegates from every 
country represented at the vast meet 
spoke in various churches and called 
for help in winning their respective 
countries to Christ. 

Africa. India. China, Japan, the Isles 
of the seas and the Near East pre- 
sented their calls to the delegates and 
heads of the respective churches ad- 
ded their influence to Ihe urgent mes- 
sages. 

At the Sweedish Lutheran church Dr. 
L. 15. Wolf, General Secretary of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the 
jFnited Lutheran Church, was chair- 
'man of the denominational meeting. 
He introduced the Lutheran missionar- 
ies to the Lutheran delegates assem- 
bled, after which the missionaries told 
of their experiences in their various 
fields, each adding a word exhorting 
others to return and help them in their 
work. Following this meeting, a Luth- 
eran get-together meeting was held in 
the Sunday School room of the church. 
Here the Susquehanna delegation were 
fortunate in meeting Rev. Dr. H. D. 
Hoover, an alumnus of Susquehanna 
and a professor here in 1909, now pres- 
ident of Corthage College, 111. 

Sunday morning, Dr. Truilt, of Dal- 
las, Texas, one of the greatest preach- 
ers of the South, delivered a magni- 
ficent and impressive sermon, taking 
the life of David as an example for us 
to use. He also emphasised the neces- 
sity of self-denial for Christ. "Many 
people would die willingly for Christ, 
let them prove their worth by living 
for Him. The way of the cross is the 
way of the triumphant," he said. 

Hi Truitt was followed by Dr. Mc- 
Dowell who among other things said. 
"Nations cannot be united around a 
cannon, not around commerce, not 
around a form of government, not 
around a Napoleon, Cromwell, or 
Washington, but the only way to ac- 
complish a union of the world is 
around Christ and His teachings. 

if I knew of a better person. I 
would obey him and commend him to 
you. I know no better, I am compel- 
led to give Him lordship in my life. 
Not regretfully, but jubilantly, because 
He gives me a chance to give my life 
to His service. He is .sufficient author- 
ity, it is for us to make adequate re- 
sponse. It is your duiy to take a vast 
stream of consecration with you back 
to your colleges. 

The closing session that evening was 
Indeed an impressive event. After a 
short talk by Dr. Motl, in which he 
read messages from Ihe leading mis- 
sionaries in the field, Dr. Robert W.

Dr. Speer revived briefly the work ac- 
complished in the past speaking of Dr. 
David A. Day and others among the 
first missionaries. He spoke also of 
the accomplishments of the last thirty 
years of the movement. "May God 
grant that what we have seen may 
never fade away."

Tense spriit in an exagerated condi- 
tion had a demoralizing effect in Sat- 
urday's sport-drama with the fast quin- 
tet from Juniata. 

Unnecessary roughness, dangerously 
transforming skill into a muddle of 
half-starved sportsmanship, aimed a 
direct blow at fair-play, and threatened 
to blot Susquehanna's clean athletic 
record. 

Had it not been for the integrity of 
the "whistle man" serious accusations 
might stare in the face of Alma Mater, 
as to her treatment of visiting teams 
from the galleries, as well as on the 
floor. 

Altho keen rivalry, almost to the 
point ot bitterness can not excuse un- 
warranted football tactics in an indoor 
sport, such actions can by the foul 
method be partially atoned for. 
Forthwith, wearers of Orange and 
Maroon in Saturday's contest suffered 
penalties again and again in their ef- 
forts for victory. 

There is no doubt that this reckless 
element penetrating deeper in the final 
minutes of the game, has since greatly 
detracted frot the worthy manuvers 
and creditable showing the local quin- 
tet did actually make in the earlier 
stages of the contest. 

As a matter of fact, Susquehanna 
played good ball in the initial period. 
More accurate passing as a decided 
improvement over last week was not 
the only commendable feature display- 
ed, but the 'Varsity Five' by constant 
effort and practice are developing 
speed. 

The big handicap Saturday, perhaps 
was their inability to sink the pig- 
skin thru' the iron hoop. It seemed to 
be held magnetically on the rim, ab- 
solutely refusing to contribute toward 
local success. 

Then again, it had another annoying 
habit of rolling completely over the 
basket in a manner quite nerve rack- 
ing to the spectators: tantalizingly 
dipping towards the net when half- 
way across, and much to the disgust 
of rooters, would invariably slip down 
again on the other side without tally. 

Floor technique was fair, and here 
defeat was reduced to the minimum. 
Raymer and Dunmire are especially 
worthy of note at guard, and played 
the better game for Susquehanna, 
while Livengood and Butts were bea- 
con lights in Jnuiata's horizon of true- 
blue. 

The Huntingdon aggregation played 
superior ball in every respect. Their 
swift and sure passes made manifest 
in clever shots; worked the keys of 
the adding machine at the press club 
table; and so the score climbed stead- 
ily from 13 and 11, which was the 
standing of the clubs at the end of the 
first half.

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A NEEDED REFORM 

> Are Susquehanna's entrance require- 
ments such that the men that will be 
graduated by her will hold up the dig- 
nity and reputation ol the institution? 
Let us examine this matter carefully. 
Looking at it from the surface one 
would be inclined to think the condi- 
tions of entrance very satisfactory. 

The catalogue states two methods of 
admission. A — on examination; B— on 
certificate. As a matter of fact a large 
number ol Susquehanna's students do 
not have a complete high school 
training and hence do not have a di- 
ploma lo present which would entitle 
them to entrance inio the Freshman 
class. The inference one would draw 
from the catalogue wouild be that the 
applicant would be required to pass a 
satisfactory examnlation. To the 
knowledge Of the writer BO one has 
taken such an examination during the 
past tour years, 

Taking up the second method of en- 
trance viz: Certificate which is an ex- 
cellent method if carried out. It seems 
that Susquehanna forgets that some 
men tell tales when quisled about the 
number of subjects they have studied 
and very easily nod an affirmative to 
every question asked them. Every 
answer is taken as the gospel truth 
and the student is admitted into the 
college classes (without showing his 
credits) sometimes in the Sophomore 
class with a condition or two. This 
condition is very easily gotten rid of 
by takine a thirty-iivc hour schedule 
whicn is sure to result in conllicts 
which makes frequent changes in the 
schedule necessary and a general 
maelstrom of difficulties is the result 
tor every one. By making a grand 
rush, getting his education in huge 
lumps this student is able to graduate 
in a little over two years. He may 
probably take a six weeks summer 
term, upon which an emphasis Is 
placed altogether out of proportion on 
the length of the term and the thoro- 
ughness of the work done. 

As a consequence Susquehanna is a 
haven for students who had to spend 
Bve years in high school in order to 
pass- some of this type enter the 
Sophomore class. Likewise the stu- 
dent who has had his trials and tribu- 
lations in another college or was re 
tused admission finds himself greeted 
with open arms at Susquehanna. 

By admit tint students on such terms 
Susquehanna has bet n reported as 
IninL 'easy," a name not altogether 
unappropi iate Does this supposed 
favor really help the student? The 
answer is imminent. He is a constant 
drau to the class who would hardly be 
able to pass a prep examination at 
u'raduation. and when the time of 
commencement arrives he graduates 
with the man who has honorably ful- 
filled all the requirements and has 
spent four years of hard work. 

Such a policy is bound to lower the 
standard of the men who are graduat- 
ed trom a college and keep away many 
i-ood men who wish to belong to a 
class that is the real thing and not an

Susquehanna University ws the hap- 
py recipient of a portrait of Roosevelt 
at the "Lincoln Meeting" of the Sny- 
der County Historical Society which 
was held in Charles Steele Science 
Hall last Thursday evening. 

Prof. Joseph H. Feehrer, a veteran 
of the Civil War, delivered a very in- 
teresting and educational address on 
"Lincoln." Dr. Feehrer has the honor 
of playing to more prominent men at 
one time than any other man during 
the Civil War. As director of a band 
Mr. Feehrer played before President 
Lincoln, Gen. Grant, Gen Meade, Gen. 
Sherman, and others while they were 
going to Petersburg after the attack. 

Dr. I). B. Floyd related his experi- 
ences at Louisville, Kentucky, where 
he had the pleasure of seeing President 
Lincoln. 

Dr. Thomas Houtz unveiled (he 
Roosevelt portrait and spoke a few 
words concerning the great President. 
Dr. John B. Focht delivered the ad- 
dress at the presentation of the Roose- 
i veil Portrait. Dr. Focht very ably 
I brought before the audience the strong 
[trails of character as they were found 
I in this groat American of Americans. 
In part Dr. Focht said, "fount your- 
selves happy that with the two por- 
traits Of treat Americans. Washington 
;and Lincoln, placed this third that of 
Roosevelt completing a trio of our 
I ureal est Americans. It is for you to 
have before your eye. the laces, be- 
fore your minds the achievements and 
j in your hearts admiration and revor- 
ence for these three who stand for the 
highest and truest type of American- 
; ism." 

"I have lived in the time Of service 
Of other groat men in national affairs 
[but none had or deserved to have 
greater place than that held by Koose- 
velt a man wonderfully versatile in 
bit experience and attainments, hon- 
ored by the highest place of authority 
in our land and in the world. Hut his 
place truest and best is not as a travel 
er, scholar, historian, statesman, or 
soldier, but as Roosevelt the Amer- 
ican." 

"He had place in the hearts ol men. 
hearts of love or hate mote deeply 
than any other man in contemporary 
history sfnee the time of Lincoln. Now 

these qualities thai oo commend one 

to the feelinu of men must be simple 
and universally understood or men 
COOld not appreciate them Some of 
these qualities are: First, he was de- 
voted to a clean personal life, pure 
Wind simnn in his family attachment!. 

"Secondly: lie had courage, moral 
and physical, that came from the deep 
assurance of the rinhtousness of his 
<•au.se and the uprightness of his per- 
sonal character and habits. 

"Thirdly: he had a sustained belief 
in God as ever for man, the God who 
rules, that Cod has high possibilities 
and destinies for man the individual 
and for nations. 

"Fourthly: he had strong love for 
manliness, for the qualities of (rue 
men. A love for his kind, admiration 
for true men in any occupation. Few 
men have had friends with so strong 
contrasts, a cow-boy from the ranch, 
or a savant from Europe. 

"Fifthly: he had faith in men as 
knowledge and opportunity are given 



them. As to common men, his effort 
was to reach them and be glad to reach 
them. By them the world's work is to 
be done, not by any protected class. 
and their interests must be regarded. 
He honored the man, his place, and 
his scope of action. 

"Sixthly: he had an unalloyed sin- 
cerity that appealed lo men, with no 
covering of purpose, no doubtful mes- 
sage or end. He accepted the hazard 
for truth even against ease and popu- 
lar views. 

"Seventhly: he believed in America 
and her high call in the world's re- 
demption, and that she is to be pre- 
served for fulfilling this. With him as ' 
with Lincoln our land is before God. 
tried and to be tried but not to fail in 
the testing. 

"Eighthly: he was an avowed and 
simple hearted Christian, a man of 
faith in the great unseen tilings of 
(he kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
a true American, one in whome love for 
the American spirit was burning and 
gleaming, being tilled with unquench- 
able hope from his faith in God. 

"Blessed is that land ol the people"!

He continued his talk by em- 
phasizing the greatness of the task 
before the college student today and 
the importance of taking on a big job 
when going out into life. A job that 
will develop a man in all sides of his 
nature and a job that will appeal to 
the highest and best in man. The kind 
of a job that one wishes to do when he 
is at his best morally and spiritually.

Last Thursday, February 26th, was 
t red letter day tor Susquehanna 
University, it was a day of confer- 
ence of those who an going to cam- 
paign for Susquehanna's added endow- 
ment, those who are going to help the 
j cause oi' Christian Education by se- 
curing lor Susquehanna the much 
needed financial resources lor further 
development. 

The general conference was begun 
with a businesslike vtm and determ- 
ination in Seibert Hall at 10 o'clock 
with clergymen and laymen present 
from the zone centers in various parts 
of the state. 

Because of the absence of William 
Decker, the chairman of the Endow- 
ment Campaign, Dr. Aikens presided 
at the initial session. He spoke In 
brief of the purposer of the confer- 
ence and impressed deeply upon the 
minds of those present, the meaning 
of Susquehanna's appeal for larger en- 
dowment. 

Dr. John 1. Woodruff" followed with 
an outline on the "View Points of 
Zone Chairmen." He closed his talk 
with an optimistic pr ophec y that to 
the appeal for $500,000 the answer 
would he at least $750,000. 

The next speaker, Dr. Samuel Z. 
Bhope, of Harrisburg, spoke of the 
larger field ol usefulness that Susqu<>- 
hanna will till when the campaign has 
culminated successfully .

Gleanings From Student Gathering 
At Juniata College That Echo 
World Visions 



WITH FAST LOCAL CLUB

T STUDENTS IN ORATORY AND 
MUSIC GAVE JOINT RECITAL 



The Seventeenth Annual Confer- 
ence of the Student Volunteers of 
Eastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey- 
was held at Juniata College, Hunting- 
don, Pa., on February. 27, 28 and 29th, 
and proved to be the best ever held in 
the history of the union. 

The first session was opened with a 
short address of welcome by the presi- 
dent of the conference, Mr. Foster B. 
Statler, of Juniata. Dr. Cyril Haas 
was the first conference speaker and 
spoke on "The Spiritual Prerequisites 
of the Missionary." "A missionary 
should have three tip its. First, Pene- 
trating audacity. Second, Prepared- 
ness. Third, Missionaries must be 
able to sincerely walk and talk with 
God. Our primary purpose in going 
to the foreign field must be to take the 
gospel to them." 

Mrs. J. M. Springer, for 20 years a 
missionary to Africa, was the first 
speaker of the Saturday morning ses- 
sion. She spoke of the conditions and 
needs of Africa. She said that the 
foreigners in Africa were the most 
dangerous beasts there. The white 
man trades whiskey and cigarettes for 
the unlimited wealth of the country. 
But a few parts of Africa know of 
Christian missionaries and of the 
Chribt. Africa needs 1200 Christian 
workers this year. She challenged the 
conference by saying, "If you are a 
MAN, go to Africa where you have a 
man's Job to do alone." 

Mr. Wiibert B. Smith, Secretary of 
the Volunteer Movement in India, then 
spoke on "The Preparing of one-fifth 
of the Human Race for Self-govern- 
ment." He spoke to some extent on 
conditions in India. He said, "The In- 
dian has enormous capacities for devo- 
tion. She is divided by customs lan- 
guages, races, and distance. 95 per 
cent, of her people are illiterate. The 
death rate is high. Human life is 
cheap. They lack trust and confdence. 
They need friends. They need us." 

Miss May Fleming gave the opening 
address of the Saturday afternoon 
session. Her talk was on how we 
may apply the knowledge we gained 
at the conference. She told how that 
each college had its difficulties in get- 
ting time to devote to these importam 
th:ngs and urged the forming of Mis- 
sion study classes. 

Rev. Paul M. Kanamori, the evangel- 
ist of Japan, then addressed the con- 
ference in one of the most inspiring 
and appealing talks heard at Juniata. 
He outlined the relation of the United

States, what she has done for them 
and how that now is the critical time 
for us to come to her aid again, by 
making her a christian nation. Japan 
is an educated people but they need 
Christianity. "Come over and help us" 
is Japan's cry to the people of the 
United States. 

On Saturday evening Mrs. J. M. 
Springer again addressed the confer- 
ence and further outlined the dire 
needs of suffering an.', unenlightened, 
tradition stricken Africa. She painted 
very vivid pictures of the awful di- 
sease ridden, supersthious peoples in 
that far away continent and emphasiz- 
ed the need of medical missionaries 
and nurses. 

Dr. Haas was the second speaker of 
the evening and spoke on "The Re- 
wards of a Medical Man." He said 
that in foreign lands we need not ex- 
pect financial success, or technical 
success. But it will draw out of you 
all you have and make you a leader of 
your people. 

On Sunday morning the delegates 
were invited to the different church- 
es of the town. The Susquehanna 
delegation went to the Trinity Luth- 
eran church and heard another ad- 
dress from Di. Haas relating more of 
his experiences in Turkey. 

Wiibert Smith talked to the atter- 
noon session on the Student Volun- 
teer Declaration Card, explaining that 
it was not a pledge. 

Dr. Robert Speer gave the addres^ 
of the afternoon. He told of the real- 
ity, power, and deadliness of the moral 
evil. "We cannot use our human 
natures as an excuse far being evil 
We cannot make a selfish division of 
mankind. We must render unselfish 
servic?." 

The evening session and the final 
one of the conference was given a 
special imeptus by short personal tes- 
timonials from different delegates 
Following these Dr. Speer delivered 
the closing address of the convention. 
Only those who heard him can fully 
appreciate his wonderful message and 
impressive personality. His closing 
remarks were filled with a deep ap- 
peal to the students for real unselfish 
service for mankind if we would evan- 
gelize the world in this generation. 

The entire convention was character- 
ized by that youthful enthusiasm of 
those young men and women who are 
willing to lay down their lives in the 
service of the Lord.

Dr Chas. L Fry. I). D., General 
Secretary of the Lutheran Brother- 
hood of America, gave a very inter- 
esting and instructive talk in chapel 
on Wednesday morning on the very 
timeiy subject of what America has 
received and is receiving from lite 
war.

With his great 
strength he killed the lion and threw 
it along the wayside Coining back 
(he same road sonic lime later, lie 
wondered if the carcass was still 
there. Upon investigation lie found 
the carcass with a nest of bees in it 
filled with the sweetest of honey. He 
feasted on the honey mil of the car- 
cass. Today we are eating honey out 
of the carcass of the war hind. 

America has discovered her soul. 
She went into the war for humanity 
to save Democracy. No act in history 
is to be compared to this.

The final conference prior to the 
opening of the campaign was held in 
the large auditorium of Zion's Luther- 
an Church of Sunbury, Tuesday, April 
6th. More than two hundred workers, 
representing the seven Zones were in 
attendance. Dr. Charles T. Aikens, 
President of the University, had charge 
of the devotional exercises. The pre- 
siding officer of the conference was 
Senator William C. McConnell, member 
of the Shamokin group, Zone 2. In 
his opening remarks Senator McCon- 
nell placed special emphasis on the 
splendid work done for thee hurch and 
lor education in general by Susque- 
hanna Universiay. He said thai the 
lime had come for all Lutheran church- 
es thruout this great state, and espec 
ially in the central part to support 
this time-honored institution.

Theology. More funds will enable the 
Board of Directors to install and En- 
gineering Course. This would mean a 
larger student body, a larger student 
body would mean a greater Susquehan- 
na, a greater Susquehanna would mean 
a wider field of work. A greater num- 
ber of courses would mean a greater 
number of graduates and Post-gradu- 
ates. So, by enlarging the most im- 
portant phase of the institution at the 
same time the lesser important phases 
are also enlarged. 

One of the most important advertise- 
ments of the University is its ath- 
letics. It is, therefore, necessary that 
this phase of college life be carried on 
in the most systematic way possible. 
In order that this be done a graduate 
manager is necessary whose purpose is 
to devote his time and energy exclus- 
ively to the managing of all forms of i 
athletics. 

It was impossible for this to be done 
in years past due to the lack of funds. 
Moreover, it was' also due to the Jack 
of funds that winning teams were not 
always available. This, of course, was 
a discredit to the university in so far 
that it was not a good advertisement 
tor the college. 

Now that we have Me func.s all this 
will be changed. Susquehanna will 
now have a Graduate Manager who 
will have in hand the athletics and see 
to it that all equipment is ready at the' 
proper time. Aeain, he will schedule; 
the teams that are to play here and, in 
general, have all the athletics in fine, 
running order. So, by having a better , 
team the team will support itself finan- 1 
cially. This, in turn increases "pep" j 
and interest among the students and | 
all supporters ol 
lianna. 

This year as well as other years the 
dormitory has been filled and men 
were compelled to room in town. This, 
however, will not be ihe case after the 
campaign is completed. Another men's J 
dormitory is to be built which will ac- 
commodate fifty students. Besides 
this there is to be constructed an ad- 
ministration building and a library. 

This as well as other Improvements 

will be made so it is noticed that the 
benefits derived from the campaign 
cannot be over-estimated. It is the 
sincere desire of all interested in this 
project that it will be a grand and 
glorious future for Susquehanna.

FOR years after the discovery of 
X-rays it was evident that only 
intensive research could unfold their 
real possibilities. 

Meanwhile, scientists of the General 
Electric Company developed the pro- 
cess of making wrought tungsten.

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The Rev. Charles H. Brosius, of the | 
Mission, located at Mon- 
rovia, Liberia, Africa, who is at pres- 
ent on furlough, addressed the students 
and townsfolk in the college church 
on Sunday evening. He talked on the 
great work to be done in Africa and 
the urgent need of more workers. He 
said in part : "The people with whom 
the missions come in contact are lit- 
tle more than primitive men. They 
have little or none of modern educa- 
tion tho they have a slight knowledge 
of the making of iron. 

In from the coast, these primitive 
men have made clearings for their vil- 
lages by hewing down the trees from 
the place to be cleared and burning 
them. Their huts are. usually round. 
The walls are made of mud, a thatched 
roof and are made wind and rain 
proof. 

Tribal warfare has practically died 
out since countries such as England 
and France have established claims ] 
there. 

The missions are overflowing with 
boys. Many have to be turned away. 
A new girls school is being construc- 
ted and the missionaries hope to 
change the attitude of the parents to- i 
Avards the eduaction of women. The 
children of Africa are equal lo the 
American children in learning. 

A mission can be established for Hie 
sum of .f2000. Since the price of 
clothing and food-stuffs has also raised 
in Africa, it. is imperative that more 
money be sent to keep the Mission- 
aries. 

More missionaries are needed in or- 
der to carry on the important work of 
taking the gospel into the darkest 
parts ot Africa." 

Dr. Urosius was at one lime a stu- 
dent at Susquehanna and has always 
maintained an active interest in her 

welfare. He will return to Africa in < 
the near future to again take up his j 
meat work there.

FAMOUS EXPLORER TO BE 

COMMENCEMENT SPEAKER 



Susquehanna University is indeed 
fortunate this year in being able to se- 
cure the services of a man of interna- 
tional fame and of high standing in the 
channels of great men in America, in 
the person of Hon. Frits Holm, LL. D., 
of New York City, to deliver her com- 
mencement address. 

Dr. Holm was the director of the J 
Holm-Nestorian Expedition into the in- 1 
terior of China in 1907-08. He has had 
a large experience in world-wide ex-j 
plorations and discoveries under direc- 
tion of the government of Denmark, as 
he is a national of that country. He 
has been around the world three times 
and discovered the Nestorian monu- 
ment in the wild interior of China 
which was erected by the Christians 
in the year 1781. This discovery is 
one of the most important of an ar-

cheological nature in recent years. It 
was a ten ton monument and was 
brought out ot the heart of China by 
means of oxen. The expedition was a 
most perilous one for which Dr. Holm 
has been variously decorated by dif- 
ferent nations. 

The expenses of this expedition were 
born by private individuals and the 
monument became the personal proper- 
ty of a man who was closely associat- 
ed with the present Pope of the Ro- 
man Catholic church. The monument 
has been placed in the Vatican at 
Rome and is prized most highly. Dr, 
Holm is a Lutheran and lias throe 
j original prints of the monument, one 
lot which he will present to Susque 
hanna University at the close of his 
address. As this is one of the three 
only prints in existance, Susquehanna 
may well feel proud of being its pos- 
sessor. 

Dr. Holm will give an illustrated lec- 
ture of his explorations in China on 
the evening of June 9th in the Science

MEMORIAL SERVICES 



The members of the Faculty and a 
small number of students and friends 
from town and the neighboring com- 
munity gathered around the graves of 
Pr. and Mrs. Day in the Union ceme-
